The  Executive  Committee  may  by  a  ma¬ 
jority  vote  elect  a  limited  number  of  persons 
as  honorary  members  of  this  Society  by 
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reason  of  their  distinguished  services  for  our 
State  or  the  nation. 

The  Executive  Committee  may  at  any 
regular  meeting  enlarge  the  membership  of 
this  organization,  provided  that  a  copy  of 
the  resolution  enlarging  the  membership 
shall  be  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  not  less  than  five  days 
prior  to  such  meeting. 

A  copy  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Society 
shall  be  promptly  mailed  to  each  person 
elected  or  appointed  to  any  of  the  above- 
mentioned  positions  by  the  Treasurer  of  this 
Society,  together  with  a  request  to  such  per¬ 
son  to  become  a  member  thereof. 

Any  member  may  at  any  time  by  writing, 
resign  his  membership  in  this  Society. 

IV. 

Dues. 

The  annual  dues  of  each  member  of  this 
Society  shall  be  Five  Dollars  per  annum, 
payable  on  January  first  of  each  year  in 
advance. 

The  Governor,  all  ex-Governors,  to¬ 
gether  with  all  honorary  members  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  payment  of  all  annual  dues. 

Any  person  becoming  a  member  of  this 
Society  between  January  first  and  July  first 
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in  any  year,  shall  within  thirty  days  there¬ 
after  pay  Five  Dollars  to  the  Treasurer, 
being  the  dues  to  January  first  next  follow¬ 
ing;  and  any  person  becoming  a  member  at 
any  time  between  July  first  and  December 
thirty-first  in  any  year,  shall  within  thirty 
days  thereafter  pay  Two  and  One-half  Dol¬ 
lars  to  the  Treasurer,  being  the  dues  to 
January  first  next  following. 

All  persons  who  are  reported  at  the  Janu¬ 
ary  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  by 
the  Treasurer  as  owing  two  years’  dues, 
shall  be  promptly  notified  by  the  Treasurer 
that  unless  said  dues  are  paid  within  thirty 
days,  that  they  will  cease  to  be  members  of 
this  Society,  and  upon  their  failure  to  pay 
such  dues  within  said  thirty  days,  the  names 
of  such  members  so  defaulting  in  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  their  dues  shall  be  stricken  from  the 
roll  of  membership. 


V. 

Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  Hono¬ 
rary  President,  President,  First  and  Second 
Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  Secretary  and 
an  Executive  Committee. 

The  Governor  of  the  Commomvealth 
shall  be  the  Honorary  President.

The  President,  First  and  Second  Vice- 
Presidents,  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall  be 
elected  annually  by  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  at  its  January  meeting,  from  the  general 
membership  of  the  Society. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of 
the  Honorary  President,  the  President, 
the  First  and  Second  Vice-Presidents,  the 
Treasurer  and  the  Secretary  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  together  with  the  Lieutenant  Gov¬ 
ernor,  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth, 
Attorney  General,  Auditor  General,  State 
Treasurer,  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs, 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  Adju¬ 
tant  General,  Insurance  Commissioner, 
State  Fire  Marshal,  Commissioner  of  Bank¬ 
ing,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Commissioner 
of  Forestry,  Commissioner  of  Labor  and  In¬ 
dustry,  Chief  of  the  Department  of  Mines, 
Commissioner  of  Health,  State  Highway 
Commissioner,  Superintendent  of  Public 
Grounds  and  Buildings,  Superintendent  of 
Public  Printing  and  Binding,  State  Librar¬ 
ian,  Superintendent  of  State  Police,  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Fisheries,  Chairman,  The  Pub¬ 
lic  Service  Commission ;  Chairman,  Water 
Supply  Commission ;  Chairman,  State 
Board  of  Censors  of  Motion  Pictures; 
Chairman,  Workmen’s  Compensation  Bu¬ 
reau  ;  Executive  Controller ;  Director, 
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Legislative  Reference  Bureau ;  President 
Pro  Tern  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of 
House  of  Representatives;  and  they  shall 
each  serve  and  act  as  members  of  such 
Executive  Committee,  during  the  time  they 
serve  in  any  of  the  foregoing  positions. 

VI. 

Executive  Committee 

The  general  affairs  of  the  Society  shall 
be  administered  by  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee,  of  whom  nine  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

The  Executive  Committee  may  appoint 
such  suitable  sub-Committees  as  it  may  deem 
proper. 

This  Society  shall  at  no  time  or  in  any 
manner,  seek  to  promote  partisan  policies 
or  politics,  or  the  advocating  of  individual 
candidacies  for  any  office. 

VII. 

Meetings 

General  meetings  of  the  entire  Society 
shall  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  each  member  to  have  ten  days’ 
notice  by  mail. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet 


monthly,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each 
month,  (July  and  August  excepted),  and 
may  hold  such  other  meetings  as  it  may  de¬ 
termine. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the 
President,  and  shall  be  called  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  upon  the  request  in  writing  of  five 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  place  of  meetings,  either  of  the  entire 
Society  or  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Executive  Commitee. 

VIII. 

Finances 

The  funds  of  this  Society  shall  be  dis¬ 
bursed  by  the  Executive  Committee  for  such 
purposes  as  it  may  deem  proper,  including 
any  part  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  an¬ 
nual  dinner  to  be  given  by  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  of  this  Society  shall  annu¬ 
ally  render  a  report  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  at  its  January  meeting,  showing  a 
detailed  statement  of  all  funds  received  and 
disbursements  made  during  the  preceding 
year;  also  a  statement  showing  all  dues 
owing  by  any  members. 
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IX. 

Annual  Dinner 


Under  the  supervision  of  the  Honorary 
President  and  the  Executive  Committee,  the 
Society  shall  give  an  annual  dinner,  to  be 
held  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  October  in 
each  year,  (being  the  Anniversary  of  the 
landing  of  William  Penn  at  Upland  in 
Pennsylvania,  in  1682).  In  any  year  when 
such  Anniversary  falls  on  Sunday,  the  an¬ 
nual  dinner  shall  be  held  on  the  following 
Monday,  provided  that  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  may  by  a  majority  vote,  for  good  and 
sufficient  reason,  postpone  or  advance  the 
day  for  holding  such  annual  dinner,  not  to 
exceed  ten  days  either  before  or  after  said 
Anniversary. 

The  said  dinner  shall  be  held  at  such 
place  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  de¬ 
termine,  and  the  guests  thereof  shall  be 
limited  to  the  general  members  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  together  with  honorary  guests  not  to 
exceed  ten  in  number,  and  such  general 
guests  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Hono¬ 
rary  President  and  Executive  Committee. 
Every  person  attending  such  annual  dinner 
(except  the  Honorary  President  and  honor¬ 
ary  guests),  shall  pay  such  sum  therefor  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  Executive  Committee. 
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X. 

Amendment  to  Constitution 


This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at 
any  regular  monthly  meeting  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Executive  Committee,  provided 
that  each  member  of  such  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  have  first  received  by  mail,  at 
least  fifteen  days  prior  to  such  meeting,  a 
copy  of  any  proposed  amendment.
